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American Soldiers in Foreign Sarvice.
Ar the commencement of our war, we. eagerly
hailed the nccession of any foreigners who had,
by experience, become adepts in the art of war.
Flve years sgo we were the least military nation
on the earth. 'We had no soldiers, no generals,
no munitions, To-day, however, we appear in «
different eharactor, Our people are all warrlors,
and 'every conuty can bonst of officers capable
of leading armles with skill and on to vietory.
Burope wad at poesce and we at war, then wo
demanded and Europe furnished—then we
looked to her for leaders andshe looked on us ns
raw recruits. The events of the last year have
changed our gglative positicns, To-day Furope
s on the eve of wiar, and we have achieved a
permanent peace, To-day she is looking to
fs for soldlers, and calling on us to furnish
leaders,

We are not, thercfore, surprised to tind that,
without display or ostentation, s large number
of our field officers are preparing to enlist in the
ranks of some of the monarchs of Burope. Tha
love of milliary adventure, engendered by years
of hardship and daring, has become a d=ep
seated necessity of enjfoyment, Our soldicrs,
while many of them are glad to get back once
more o the guiet and comlort of home lite,
have also among them thousands 1o whom elvil
pleasures are insipid, and who wish to s30k in
toreign service the excitement which they cans
not find here. Hence, among them we find
many who are not only talking, but nctually
prepariog to enlist in Buropean armies, This is
particularly true in the case of the Germans,
They have shown their bravery on many battle
fields; they have acquired familiurity with dan-
ger and skill in war, not in theory but in prac-
tice; and now when their services arve necded
at home, we will not be surprised il wmany of
them return, We understund that General
Urrsmax, who commanded a large body of negro
troope in Mississippl, has already ncaepted a
commission from Ganrwsarpy, To Italy will the
greater number of volunteers flock, us she is
the most republican; and ns Garisanpy offered
to come and ald ue, so now will we offer to go
and assist him, The negro troops, we are cre-
dibly Informed, are particularly desirous ol
engaging, thue disproving sall the slanders on
thelr courage.

The treatment such volunteers will receive
will be such as is extended to welcowme aliies
gnd pot mercenaries. The manner in which
European powers welcome loreign body-guards
is well known. The Scottish guard of Louvis XI
will be but a precedent on which our modern
monarchs will act, and American volunteers will
be hailed as (he feted favorites of European
kings. It will be curious if such & new clement
in Europe does not introduce a spirit of republi-
canism a8 dangerous to the system as lavorable
to the temporary success of the Governmerts.
From this little leaven we may soon expect to
soe the whole muss leavened.

Is There Such a Thing as Crime ?

A Boston writer in the conrse of the controveray
on the case ot GREENR, the alalden murdarer, hind the
cournge or hardibood to vimheate and eutogize von-
geance a8 & moral aitr bule, Thers 15 no doubt
whatever that ihe seailo d originally sprang from
the seed of vengeance, Our purblud ancestry, with
brutal impatiouce, when they could flud no curs {or
a moral mvalid, went to work and killed him. The
soaffoid 18 a symbol of the cruelty and quackery ot
the past. Tho vime i comivg whon it will be dermed
as ciuel to kill men for erime or menia! disepse as
now fo kill them for pain or physieal disease,—New

‘ork Trilune,

—We think the Tribune writer evioces more
“hardibiood” than did the Boston writer. If
erime he merely “mental disense,” why punish i
atall? Who would thank of imprisoning a man for
being siok? According to the Tribune's theory
there ls no such thing, properly speaking, as
erime—what we oall “erime” being merely mun's
misfortune. A thief, a robber, a murderer, is
no more ' to blame for being so than he is for
baving the measles or a fever; no more gullity
than the tiger I8 for loving blood, or than water
‘18 for running down hill,

The essence of the Tribune's theory is pure
materidlism. There s no such thing as a proper
peraonally in man, He 1sa mere link in nature's
ohain of causes and effects, His dins and crimes
are s truly a part of nature as are Lis hands
and his feet, Buch terms as “‘responsibility,”
Souil,” *remorse,” are without proper mean.
ing. We might as well 'talk of & man's being
guilly of rheumatism or the palsy, ds of his
being guilty of thely or murder ! He can no
more foel remorse for nbad deed than he can
for a pain m his big toe. He Is no more respon-
#ille for atealing his neighbor's horse than he is
for having the headache, Crime Is “mental
disease,” and it is as “cruel” to punlsh a man
for 1t as it would be to punish him for "*pain or
physloal disease,”

We suspeot that the time when such s doetrine
as this will be genernlly enlertained ls very lar
distant. Ouor only present wonder is that the
Tribune thould have seat it ferth with an edito-
Iinl epdorsement,

The Democratic FPoliticians versus

Common Sense of the People.
Tur great mistake that our Democegatic poli-
tictuns make s in underrating the intelligence
of the mussaes, They seam to suppose that the
agtion of the Amerioun people can be shapod
and controlled by mere technicalities, They
overlook the fact thist greal masses of mon act
yrimarily In view of their resl or supposed in-
terests. Thus, when the Rebellion was in lts
inciplent stages, $he Dewmoerats undertook to
shape the policy of the country on the techul
orlity that Lhe Constitution guve no powerto the
goneral Government Lo coerce u Btate.' But the
common sense ol the people at once saw that this
doctrine, i earried out, would result in the disrup,
flon of the nation; and, sccordingly, the people
raplied, that the great law of self-preservation
wias at the bottom ol every National Constliy
tion, and had no need to be expresied \n words,
Common sense savod th: couniry.

As the war progressed and the question of
cmancipating the slaves came up, lhe Demo-
Jopats again made a techuleal 1sue aghlist the
plain dictates of public necessity and justice,
We bad no power under the Con#titution to

The

smanoipate, they said, n‘m aguin the rommon
sctine of the people triumphed. They daw that
the slaves were an clenient of strengthh to the
Rebels, hence thoy determined to deprive them
of i, It wnas suffiolent for the people that the
national safety justified the step.

Agatn, ot the present time, the Demoorata are
urging the immediate restoration of the Iate
Rebels to political power In the Goveriimant on
mere technical grounds; and agaln the common
senge of the people rafuses 10, 100k, nt the ques-
tion in that Hgbit. What do the people care for
metaphysicnl disquigitions conoerning the stafus
of Stutes? They want protection, salety—peace,
Common sense sava that before we put power
into the hands of the men who have just been
trying to overthrow the Government by foree,
we must have such gunrantees as shall make
guoh o step =afe. The people are painfully
confclons of what it has cost to put the
Rebellion down, and they mean, it possible,
to prevent the recurrence of another,

It is vain for our Democratic politiclans to
poarade their technloalities o the face of these
plain demands of common sense. They will
have no more success now than they did in
preventing coercion or smancipation,’ The in-
telligence of the people brushes aside all these
cobwebs spun by era’ty peilticlans, and at onee
selzes upon those great constderations of public
utility and safety which inspire true practical
stutesmanship.

Foreign News.
Tae xiws from Europe, by several steamers
which arrived in New York vesterday, and by
the Hibernian, at Father Polnot, is up to June 1.
The luvitations to the Coneress have all been
accepted, and it will soon meet in Paris. Na-
poleon is expecied to pre=tile. Meanwhile, the
arweing of the hostile datlons goes on. Austria
hias mobilized tix hundred “thousand mon, and
has her parks of feld and slege arlillery ready,

| Prussin and Ttaly are algo arming rapidly, and

the Prussinns are concentrativg at Glalz and
Landshut. 1tis said, however, that Italy and
Prussia will not attuck durlng the conference,

As to the terms of the conlerence, it = =aid
that Austria absolutely refuses all propositions
looking to the cession of Venctin, Asthatis
the apple of discord between her and Italy, the
Congress is not likely to nccomplish much m
that direction. Onthe other haud, both Austria
and Prussia protest azainst the Congress dis-
cussing questions relating exclusively to the
Internal intereets of Germany, so that the main
questions at isaue belween the hostile States
are beferehand raled out of the conference. In
that ease it would not seem to promise any vory
important results,

It is possible that the war clouds may blow
over, but the probabilities are that the storm
will ere long burst forth in all its fury.

The finsncial condition in England is im-
proving very slowly. The familure of H. J. Ex-
rnoveny & Soxn, of London, with Habilities of
£300,000, is. snnounced. The Bapk of England
still charges 10 per cent. for discounts, and the
pressure at these terms is heavy,
